MARINES WILL CURB 
HELP FOR LIBERALS 


More to Go South; President 
ls Determined to Check 
Arms ‘Shipments. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 18 (By A. 
P.).—Talk of American intervention in 
Nicaragua to end the struggle going on 
between the conservatives and liberals 
is heard everywhere in Managua. 

In some quarters the opinion is ex- 
pressed that it will be the best thing 
for the country, but there are differ- 
ences in the method of procedure 
which would be acceptable. Interested 
senators, who are supporters of the 
conservative president, Adolfo Diaz, 
have obtained a copy of the United 
States-Haiti treaty and have discussed 
it in the Nicaraguan congress. 

(The United States-Haiti treaty was 
tutified by both houses of the Haitian 
congress in November,1915. The treaty 
provides for a number of American ad- 
visors to the Haitian government, ap- 
pointed by the president of Haiti on 
the recommendation of the President 
of the United States.) 

Charles C. Eberhardt today left Man- 
agua for Corinto, where he will meet 
Rear Admiral Julian Latimer tomorrow 
for a conference. Before leaving for 
Corinto, Mr. Eberhardt and President 
Diaz held a discussicn. 

Long Protectien Period Talked. 
(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Managua, Feb. 18.—The local news- 
papers are heralding the arrival of 
Rear Admiral Julian Latimer here Sat- 
urday morning, on the flagship Mil- 
waukee. They announced Admiral 
Latimer has had his last word with Dr. 
Juan B. Sacasa, the liberal leader, who 
is leading the revolt against the Dtaz 
government, and now is on his way 
here to aid in bringing about peace in 
the country. 

The Washington government is ap- 
parently anxious to prepare the way for 
a treaty by means of which, under 
American protection, Nicaragua will be 
saved from another period of civil 
strife. While the preliminaries be ween 
President Adolfo Diaz and DM mister 
Charles C. Eberhardt are progressing, 
the solution has not yet been found. 
It was suggested that there be a six- 
teen or a twelve-year American pro- 
tection period with alternate four-year 
administrations, but the fear that other 
rebel parties would arise has squelched 
vhis plan. 

The successful control of the cus- 
toms, as well as the Nicaraguan Na- 
tional Bank, by the Americans has 
long impressed the natives. However, 
the roads, railroads and schools are as 
bad as when the marines first landed. 

Leaders of the better element admit- 
ted to the correspondent that a system 
of control, similar to that of Haiti, 
would mean similar progress. National 
pride is so strong at present that both 
the party heads are unwilling to take 
the plunge, but on every side one 
hears that such action is necessary and 
coming.

President Coolidge has decided to 
employ additional armed force in Nica- 
ragua to insure the adequate protection 
of American interests which are being 
jeopardized by shipments of arms from 
outside sources to the enemies of the 
constitutional Diaz government. 

American marines are being sent in 
increased numbers to Nicaragua, the 
White House spokesman yesterday an- 
nounced because, of apparently reliable 
reports that shipments of arms are 
filtering into Nicaragua to aid the 
fighting strength of the revolutionists. 

In answer to a question as to whetk- 
er these shipments were going in by 
land or sea, the spokesman replied that 
they were going in both ways, accord- 
ing to this government’s reports. It 
was clearly indicated at the White 
House that American marines in suffi- 
cient numbers would be employed to 
cope with any situation which may be 
brought about by outside efforts to 
supply the revolutionists with the) 
sinews of war. The extent of tke 
armed force which the United States 
may have to use to frustrate these 
outside efforts will be measured by the 
extent of the attempted interference 
with the American plans to protect 
life and property from whatever source 
these attempts come. 


Prepare to Meet Worst. 


It is difficult, the spokesman stated, 
to obtain information that is always 
absolutely reliable on such. questions 
as surreptitiously shipping arms over- 
land or by sea into Nicaragua. But 
President Coolidge, it was explained, 
thinks it best to assume that reports 
which appear reliable should be ac- 
cepted so that the United States gov- 
ernment may be prepared to meet the 
worst contingencies which can accrue 
from the situation.

BRITISH HOLD PARADE 
AS MENACE GROWS 


General Strike in Effect in 
Port City as Protest 
Against British. 


Shanghai, Saturday, Feb. 19 (By A. 
P.).—Victorious Cantonese armies ad- 
vancing on Shanghai after routing de- 
fending soldiers at Hangchow, found a 
willing ally in this war-prize city to- 
day when the central labor union 
called upon all workers to strike until 
enemy Chinese troops now in posses- 
sion of Shanghai evacuate and British 
troops landed here withdrawn to their 
ships. 

The strike order was carried out al- 
most as soon as it was issued and 
added to the general confusion of the 
situation. 

Shanghai, Feb. 18 (By A. P.).—The 
Cantonese horde decisively defeated the 
army of Marshal Sun Chuan-Fan today, 
poured into the city of Hangchow and 
hurled Sun’s disordered forces in head- 
long flight toward Shanghai. 

The beaten troops, before fleeing, 
looted the rich city of 800,000 inhabi- 
tants, burned a large part of the city 
and departed. The missionaries were 
unharmed, and most of them left the 
city. 

Sun’s demoralized troops are expected 
to make a stand at Sungkiang, 28 miles 
south of Shanghai, to prevent the in- 
vaders capturing the richest city of 
the Far East as a prize of war. 

British troops were paraded in 
Shanghai when the news was received 
that the Cantonese were pursuing Sun's 
broken army toward the city. With 21 
foreign warships in the river before the 
city, and some 7,000 white fighting men 
on duty, foreign residents in the in- 
ternational settlements felt some as- 
surance that the Cantonese would not 
overrun. their concessions as did coolie 
mobs at Hankow and Kiukang when 
the southerners took possession of those 
cities. 


Indian Troops Leave Ships. 


Two Punjabi battalions of Indian 

troops left their transport ship for the 
review, which took place in front of 
the British consulate. 
N Vice Admircl Tyrwhitt of the naval 
flotilla anchored in the river, and Col. 
Sangster, commander of the brigade of 
British troops in Shanghai, took the 
salutes as the Punjabis marched by. 

The foreign consuls held a meeting 
and discussed the problems raised by 
the defeat of Marshal Sun’s armies in 
Chekiang province. What conclusions 
they reached concerning protection of 
foreign interests was not announced. 
It was confirmed that the troops of Sun 
continued to fall back toward Shanghai 
from Hangchow. 

The Cantonese were said to have 50,- 
000 men in Chekiang for their march 
toward Shanghai. To oppose them, Sun, 
military ruler of Kiangsu province, was 
said to have 40,000 soldiers to defend 
Shanghai, his chief city. His forces 
were ranged along the railroad between 
Kashing and Sungklang, but it was re- 
ported that large numbers of his troops 
had been captured in Hangchow when 
rolling stock was not available to move 
them on the railway.

The conference, which was called by 


Senator Rice W. Means, of Colorado, | 
was historic in that it brought together 
for the first time the leaders of vet- 
erans of the civil war, the Spanish war | 
and the world war. 


Present were Commander James Tan- | 


ner, of the Grand Army of the Re-| 
public; Commander Howard W. Savage, | 
of the American Legion; Commander | 
Stitt, of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
and Commander James Clinnin, of the | 
Disabled American Veterans. 
Means, who presided, is commander of 
the United Spanish War Veterans. 


Dawes Visits Leaders. 

Vice President Dawes and a large 
number of senators and representatives 
dropped into the conference room to 
greet the veterans’ leaders. 

Copies of the statement drafted at 
the conference will be sent to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, to both houses of Con- 


gress and will be submitted to the an- | 


nual conventions of the five veterans’ 
organizations for ratification. 

The statement asked that the na- 
tional defense “be not crippled by 
economy or pacifism,” and urged that 
the spirit of the national defense act 
be carried out. 

War veterans are in sympathy with 
international agreements to limit 
armaments, the statement said, but 
they insist that the American navy 
be kept up to the full strength al- 
lowed by such agreements. 

The statement urgéd a “‘consolidation 
and coordination” of all government 
agencies having to do with veterans’ 
relief.

Citizens Council Indorses 
Fleharty for Utilities Post 


Walker, Faulkner and Swanton Refuse to Vote, Due to 
Pledge on Clayton—Protest Raised Against 


Passage of 


Gibson Bill. 


The Citizens Advisory council last 
night, by a vote of 4 to 0, three mem- 
bers not voting, indorsed Ralph B. Fle- 
harty for people’s counsel before the 
new public utilities commission, after 
a half-hour of debate, in which the 
opposition hinged on the support given 
William McK. Clayton for that appoint- 
ment, or one as a member of the com- 
mission, by many citizens’ associations. 

Harry N. Stull, recorder of the coun- 
cil, introduced a resolution deg¢laring 
that Fleharty was “qualified in every 
way to occupy the position to which he 
had been appointed,” and that early 
confirmation by the Senate would be in 
the interest of the people of the Dis- 
trict. 

One or two members at once raised 
the question of whether the council ever 
had indorsed anyone else for any office. 
The answer was negative. Fred 8S. Walk- 
er said he had nothing to allege deroga- 
tory of the appointee, but that he could 
not vote for the resolution because he 
had joined the general movement of 
citizens’ associations to have Clayton, 
chairman of the public utilities com- 
mittee of the Federation of Citizens 
Associations, appointed. Robert Faulk- 
per and W. I. Swanton also demurred, 


neither of them saying anything against 
Fleharty. 

Stull asked permission to withdraw 
the resolution, saying that he felt he 
should do so rathzr than have the 
council refuse to pass it, which might 
be construed as a reflection against the 
President's appointee.

sound. The bill, which was passed by 
the Senate last week and by the House 
Thursday night, was the subject of dis- 
cussion at a protracted session of the 
| cabinet yesterday. 

The President had asked for opinions 
| on the bill from Attorney General Sar- 
| gent, Secretary of Agriculture Jardine, 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover and Sec- 
retary of Treasury Mellon as experts on 
the constitutional and economic prob- 
lems in connection with the legisla- 
tion and from Secretary of State Kel- 
logg as a representative of the corn 
and wheat belts where the _ price 
stabilization plant embodied in the bill 
was conceived and developed. 

These opinions were given to the 
President at the cabinet meeting. Sec- 
retaries Mellon, Hoover and Jardine are 
understood to have taken the leading 
part in the discussion. Mr. Mellon con- 
| tended that the operation of the price 
boosting plan would have a disastrous 
effect on the country.

American workingmen would be com-

After the 
meeting with his advisers Mr. Coolidge 
authorized the statement that he had 
discussed the McNary-Haugen bill with 
members of his cabinet and that when 
the measure reaches him he will con- 
sider it in the same manner that he 
considers other bills. 


Bill at White House Today. 


The bill is due to reach him today 
and must be acted upon not later than 
March 3, unless the President should 
allow it to become a law without his 
signature. This Congress will end on 
March 4, but any danger of a “pocket 
veto” is removed by placing the bill 
before the President more than ten 
legislative days prior to adjournment. 

So far as could be learned, the Presi- 
dent did not indicate at the cabinet 
meeting whether he contemplates ap- 
proving or vetoing the bill. He lis- 
tened to the arguments and frequently 
asked questions, but advanced no 
opinions himself. From one source of 
undoubted authority comes the infor- 
mation that Mr. Coolidge never took 
pains to conceal his opposition to the 
corn belt price raising plan until about 
two months ago, when it began to 
look as if Congress would pass the bill 
at this session. 

Since that time he has preserved 
complete silence on the question, a cir- 
cumstance that caused some cabinet 
members who have actually fought the 
bill a good deal of anxiety. They be- 
gan to fear that the President was 
weakening and might sign the bill 
after all. 


Favored Curtis-Crisp Bill. 


Within the last week an administra- 
tion leader in Congress attempted to 
sound e President on his intentions. 
He efetited from Mr. Coolidge the in- 
fo tion that the Curtis-Crisp bill, if 
passed, would receive the approval of 
the President, but all efforts to induce 
him to say what action he would take 
on the McNary-Haugen bill were futile. 
From what the President vouchsafed as 
to his approval of the Curtis-Crisp bill,’ 
however, the congressional leader drew 
the inference that Mr. Coolidge would 
veto the McNary-Haugen bill. 

Everything that the President has 
said up to date in discussing the prin- 
ciple of the McNary-Haugen bill would 
indicate a veto.

Park Commission Established 
Through Argument for 
Highway, He Says. 


A conservative estimate of actual cost 
of real estate necessitated by the 
projected “Fort Drive” around Wash- 
ington, either by direct purchase or 
through condemnation, will amount to 
$2,000,000, it was announced yesterday 
in the report of Charles W. Elliot 2d, 
city planner to the National Capital 
park and planning commission. 

His report on the project stated: 

“This commission can, I believe, to- 
day establisk such a continuous drive, 
wholly within the Federal district. At 
the receiving reservoir it would connect 
with the projected drive along the 
upper Potomac, contrasting sharply 
with the lower river through its 
rapids, picturesque islands, ancient 
canal, and rock cliffs, reaching the 
waterfall of which Ambassador Bryce 
said ‘No European city has so noble a 
cataract in its vicinity as the Great 
Falls of the Potomac, a magnificent 
piece of scenery which you will of 
course, always preserve.’ 

“Staring from the splendid woods 
skirting the receiving reservoir the 
Fort drive would traverse a wooded 
valley and ridge to the battery Kemble, 
thence past Fort Reno to and through 
upper Rock Creek park with its his- 
toric Fort de Russy, reaching the still 
more historic Fort Stevenson the east- 
ern side, thence Fort Slocum, Fort 
Totten (Fort Bunker Hill),

The preservation of fort 
sites and the connection of the forts 
were advocated in the report of the 
Senate park commission of 1901. More 
recently, the need of a fort drive was 
used as one of the chief arguments for 
the establishment of the National Capi- 
tal park and planning commission.

Let’s see 
something else.” If, on the other hand, 
the road consists of long, safe, sweep- 
ing curves, the view, is constantly 
changing and new things of interest 
appear at every turn. A dead level is 
equally unsatisfactory, 
same reasons. Wherever possible, ad- 
vantage has been taken of existing 
woodland or variation in grade to add 
variety and interest to the views.”

“The National Capital park and 
planning commission is working for 
the richest client in the world.

Was Devout Churchman

Freeman Replies to Biographers’ Charges That First 
President Apparently Had No Instinct or Feeling 


| for Religion—Quotes Pohick Rector. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

George Washington’s “remarkable 
and continual interest in religion” 
formed the basis for a statement last 
night of. the Rt. Rev. James E. Free- 
man, of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, who undertook to answer re- 
cent biographers who, he said, either 
had ignored or dismissed as insignifi- 
cant the facts about the spiritual side 
of Washington’s nature. 

Quoting one of the blographers as 
having said the first President seemed 
to have no instinct or feeling for re- 
ligion, although he attended church 
twelve or fifteen times.a year, Bishop 
Freeman said that both sides of Wash- 
ington’s pedigree were full of excellent 
churchmen. 

“Up to the time of the “Revolution,” 
he continued, “Washington was a reg- 
ular attendant at services in Pohick 
church, in Truro parish, which was a 
little nearer Mount Vernon than Alex- 
andria. As a member of the vestry he 
surveyed the parish and persuaded 
other members to adopt a more central 
location for a new church building. 

“The Rev. Lee Massey, rector at Po- 
hick, said: ‘I never knew so constant 


And his behavior in the house of God 
was ever so deeply reverent that it 
produced the happiest effect on “my 
congregation and greatly assisted me 
in my pulpit labors.’ ”’ 


Gov. Dinwiddie failed to respond to 
his application for troops, Bishop Free- 
man said Washington wrote that “com- 
mon decency” required the services of 
a divine in a camp. 

“The day after he took command of 
the American army in the War if the 
Revolution,” Bishop Freeman said, ‘the 
following order was issued: ‘The genéral 
requires and expects of all officers and 
soldiers, not en d in actual duty, a 
punctual attendance on divine service, 
to implore the blessings of Heaven upon 
the means used for our safety and de- 
fense.’” 

Bishop Freeman's statement is to be 
commented on tomorrow from many 
Protestant Episcopal pulpits through- 
out the country in connection with the 
announcement of national Cathedral

EXPECTED TO APPOINT © 
BOARD AT THAT TIME 


Many Candidates .for Five 
$10,000 Posts Already Are 
Being Mentioned. 


rhe long fight over the radio control 
bill ended yesterday when the Senate 
agreed to the conference report without 
roll call The measure now goes to the 
President, who ts expected to sign it 
next week. At the same time it is un- 
derstood he will send to the Senate 
the names of five persons who will make 
up the commission created by the act. 

Numerous candidates already are be- 
ing mentioned for the five $10,000 com- 
Missionerships. It fact, the big parade 
to the White House began when the 
Louisiana congressional delegation 
calied to recommend the appointment 
of Bradford Hearn, of Shreveport. 

One of the first names mentioned 
was Representative Frank D. Scott. a 
Republican, of Alepna, Mich Mr. 
Scott hes served in Congress for the 
past eightecn years, but was defeated 
for renomination in the primaries last 
vear, and his present term will expire 
March 4. His qualification for serving 
on the commission, it is said, is that he 
is the chairman of the House committee 
under whose jurisdiction radio legisla- 
tion falls. 


Another spoken of is W. D. Terrell, 
‘lief supervisor of radio at the De- 
partment of Commerce. Mr. Terrell 


has the distinction of being one of the 
two original radio inspectors in the 
United States. 

Judge S. B. Davis. jr.. solicitor of the 
Department of Commerce, Secretary 
Hoover's right-hand man, and unques- 
tionably one of the foremost legal au- 
thorities on radio, has been mentioned, 
but thus far ts said not to have given 
much encouragement to those’ friends 
who have hoped he might become a 
candidate. 

The name of Dr. J. H. Dellinger, head 
of the radio research laboratory at the 
Dureau of standarcds,. has been heard, 
also those of three other Federal offi- 
cials—John I’. Dillon, radio supervisor 
of the San Francisco district: S. W. Ed- 
wards, of the Detroit district, and Ar- 
thur Batcheller, of the New York dis- 
trict.

With 21 foreign warships anchored 
off Shanghai and about 12,000 troops 
available for the defense of the inter- 
national settlement there, little anx- 
lety is felt for the safety of the lives 
or interests of Englishmen or other 
foreigners in Shanghai. 

Six transports which are en route to 
Shanghai, carrying troops from Eng- 
land and Mediterranean posts, are ex- 
pected to arrive off Shanghai during 
the week from February 28 to March 7.

GRANDSON OF A SIGNER 


New York, Feb. 18 «(By A. P.).—El- 
bridge T. Gerry, aged 89, grandson of 
one of the signers of the Declaration 
of Independence and for years a not- 
able figure in New York life, died to- 
day of heart failure which followed 
upon a broken hip suffered three weeks 
ago. 

While Mr. Gerry was perhaps best 
known by the title of “Commodore.” 
as a former head of the New York 
Yacht club, the protection of children 
held an important place in the multi- 
tude of activities of his long life. His 
interest in this work was manifest 
early in hfe and for a quarter of a 
century he served as vice president of 
the New York Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children. Even 
after he relinquished this office, the 
work ‘continued as one of his chief 
occupations. 

In the carly history of the -move- 
ment Mr. Gerry was considerably dis- 
turbed over the mistaken idea children 
had of this philanthropy. His name in- 
spired fear in the hearts of juvenile 
delinquents, a thing he deplored. The 
“Gerry society” and “Gerry law,” as 
the children called them, were held up 
as bogey men to youthful lawbreakers 
and they had an unholy fear of “the 
Gerry man’s” getting them. 

However, as the work progressed and 
its objects and results became betvier 
known, this idea gradually vanished, a 
fact that brought great satisfaction to 
the guiding spirit behind the movement. 

Resolutions of regret on his death 
were inscribed on the minutes of the 
court of gencral sessions today. 


Elbridge Thomas Gerry, born in New 
York city on Christmas day, 1837, was 
a grandson of Elbridge Gerry, of Mas- 
sachusetts, who was a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
fifth Vice President of the United 
States. He was graduated from Colum- 
bia university in 1857 and was admit- 
ted to the New York bar in 1860. 

He held his first pmblic position in 
1867, when he was a member of the 
New York constitutional convention. 
He was chairman of the New York 
commission on capital punishment 
which in 1886 substituted the electric 
chair for hanging as the penalty for 
murderers in that State. 

Early in life Mr. Gerry became inter- 
ested in the welfare of the children in 


New You For many years he also 
served as vy \resident of the Ameri- 
can Society for the Prevention of 


Cruelty to Animals. 

He had served as a director of the 
Fifth Avenue Trust Co. of New York, 
the Newport Trust Co. of Newport, 
R. I.. and the Industrial Trust Co. of 
Providence. He accumulated a law 
library containirfg 30,000 volumes. 

In the later years of his life he made 
his home in Newport. He was a mem- 
ber of the Reading Room of Newport. 
the Hope Club of Providence, the Som- 
erset' Club of Boston, the Metropojitan 
and Knickerbocker clubs, of New York, 
the Fort Orange Club of Albany and 
the Metropolitan Club of Washington. 

He married in 1867 Loulsa M. Liv- 
ingston, who died some years ago. They 
had two sons, United States Senator 
Peter Goelet Gerry, of Rhode Island, 
and Robert Livingston Gerry, and two 
daughters, Miss Angelica Gerry and 
Mrs. Francis Saxham Elwes Drury.

Porter .Adams. president of the Nar 
tional Aeronautic association. stated 
yesterday that both the San Diego and 
San Francisco chapters of his associa- 
‘tion were interested in the contemplat- 
ed flights and that the association 
would be glad to furnish observers and 
assistance. 

Plans for the attempt to be made by 
Lee Schoenhair and Lieut. W. J. Wal- 
lace are believed to have made the most 
progress at the present date and an 
order has been placed with Atlantic 
Aircraft Co., builders of Fokker planes, 
for the construction of a plane in their 
factory at Hasbrouck Heights, N. J. It 
is estimated that the plane will cost 
approximately $60,000, and the under- 
taking is said to have the backing of 
the San Diego Chamber of Commerce. 


Order for Planes Filed. 


Capt. Halbert E. Payne. vice presi- 
dent of the Atlantic Aircraft Co.. and 
Washington representative. confirmed 
last night that an order had beem 
placed with his firm for the construc- 
tion of a plane for such a flight. 

Officiais of the marine corps stated 
today that no application had been re- 
ceived at headquarters here from Lieut. 
W. J. Wallace for a leave of absence, 
but inasmuch as the flight is not likely 
to take place before the middle of April 
it would not be necessary for him to 
file his application as yet. Officials 
of the marine corps pointed out, how- 
ever, that Lieut. Wallace was not among 
the marine officers recently ordered 
from the West coast to Nicaragua and 
China. He is on duty at present with 
the marine air service unit at North 
island, San Diego. 

The plane will be of the st sig yp 
Fokker type monoplane with three 
Wright whiriwind engines, veccseilitian 
closely the plane used by Commander 
Richard EF. Byrd on his flight to the 
north pole, although the wing area will 
be considerably larger. it wlil have a 
lifting capacity of 6,350 pounds, which 
will enable it to take off with a load of 
nearly 1,000 gallons of gasoline which 
should maintain the plane in the air 
for approximately 40 hours. 


Wide Crulsing Radius. 


It is calculated that the plane will 
have a cruising radius of over 1,000 
miles in excess of the distance of 2,200 
miles from San Diego to Honolulu 
which it is expected to cover in ap- 
proximately 22 hours flying time. The 
plane will be a land plane and will not 
be equipped with pontoons so that it 
will be impossible to alight in the 
water. 

The flight to be undertaken by Claire 
K. Vance from San Francisco to Hono- 
lulu is not believed to have entered 
the actual stage of preparation as yet, 
although it is known that negotiations 
have been sarted for the acquisition of 
a Douglas transport plane of the type 
C-1. This flight is believed to be 
dependent upon private financing. 

A flight to Hawaii was undertaken 
in August, 1925 by the late Commander 
John Rodgers aboard the seaplane PN-9 
No. 1, but failed short of its objective 
when the plane was forced down with- 
in 200 miles of Hawaii because of lack 
of fuel. Commander Rodgers and his 
four fellow companions drifted with 
their plane in mid-ocean for 216 hours 
| before they were rescued. \ 
| The crew of the PN-9. in addition to 
Commander Rodgers, comprised of 
Lieut. B. J. Connell, 8S. R. Pope, aviation 
pilot; O. G. Stants, chief radio man, and 
W. H. Bowlin, aviation machinist mate. 
Rodgers had flown 1,841 statute miles, 
to the point where last destroyers 
sighted- him. Navy records show that 
he actually flew about 1,900 miles but 
was not officially credited with this 
because he was out of eye-shot of offi- 
cial recorders.

Mr. Catchings insisted that in March, 
1913, he would not have estimated the 
prospective profits for that year at more 
than $20,000,000, and he adhered to this 
figure, although he was asked to 4ds- 
sume that he was an owner of Ford 
stock and knew its history and details 
of management and that its growth 
never had halted, and it was preducing 
cars at a rate and at a profit which 
would have netted $27,000,000 -fer the 
year.

IN LONDON STREETS

Only five of the fourteen police of- 
ficers who testified today would admit 
that they used their clubs in trying’ to 
quell the disturbance which started 
after a midnight vaudeville perform- 
ance in the University theater. Each 
of these five said he used his-club on 
only one student. Nine of the defen- 
dants appeared in court with bandaged 
heads. 

Roliver D. Ferguson. of Paducah, 
Ky» who in addition to being under 
the charge of disturbance of the peace 
laid against all the defendants, is also 
charged with assaulting two officers. 
stood out in the day's testimony as one 
of the most active of the students 
mixed up in the riot. Patrolman James 
A. Prior testified that he saw Ferguson 
kick another officer in the stomach and 
that Ferguson kicked the witness in 
the jaw. 

Patrolman Clifford L. Kane said he 
saw Ferguson pushing against the side 
of a patrol wagon. He seized the youth 
by. the lapel of his coat and tried to 
drag him into the wagon. 

“I couldn't budge him,” 
“In fact, he dragged me. 
Officer O'Connor. Before O'Connor 
reached Ferguson, Ferguson knocked 
him down with a kick. Officer Gordon 
came up and I told him he'd better 
hit Ferguson with his club so we could 
handle him.’

The United States has knowledge that | 


arms and supplies are being smuggled 
into Nicaragua from Mexico with which 
to aid the Sacasa “liberals” to make war 
on the constitutional government. 


This | 


smuggling is going on in spite of the pa- | 


trol established by Admiral Latimer. 
With this aid from Mexico the revolu- 
tionists hope to take Matagalpa and 
Managua and eventually to overturn 
President Diaz’s government. 


Acting on this information President 


Coolidge has directed that additional 
forces be sent to Nicaragua. The smug- 
gling of arms to the revolutionists will be 
stopped, and their effort to destroy the 
government of Nicaragua will be 
thwarted. This action on the part of the 
United States is unavoidable if American 
life and property in Nicaragua are to be 
protected. 

It is quite possible that the revolu- 
tionists, balked in their operations, will 
attack the United States marines. There 
need be no apprehension as to the out- 
come of a clash of that kind, but it should 
be known in advance by all Americans 
that such an encounter can occur only 
through the aggression of the Sacasa 
party. 

The United States is not interested in 
the personality or party affiliations of the 
president of Nicaragua. It is not inter- 
ested in party quarrels, or even in armed 
conflicts between Nicaraguans on their 
own soil, so long as American and foreign 
life and property are not endangered. 
But it is necessarily interested 


Nicaraguan revolutionists organize an at- 
tack upon constitutional government and 
obtain aid and comfort from a neighbor- 
ing country which is under the sway of 
communism. 

What is going on in Nicaragua is not 
a struggle between Nicaraguans for con- 
trol of the government. It is a struggle 
between a constitutional government of 
Nicaragua and foreign assailants. The 
head of this conspiracy is not Sacasa. It 
is Plutarco E. Calles and his accomplices. 
Sacasa is a willing worker and if the plot 
is successful he will have his reward. 
Calles’ plans embrace not only Nicaragua 
but Honduras, Salvador and Guatemala. 
He controls Guatemala already, to such 
an extent that Guatemala is cooperating 
in the smuggling of supplies to Sacasa. 

The 
Salvador have advised the United States 
that they are endangered by communist 
propaganda originating in Mexico. At 
any time efforts may be made to over- 
turn those governments and set up com- 
munist regimes subservient to the Calles 
regime of Mexico. 

The situation in Nicaragua calls for a 
firm and definite policy on the part of the 
United States, based upon the determina- 
tion to preserve constitutional govern- 
ment in this hemisphere against the new 
enemy that has appeared. If this policy 
is not established, the lives and proper- 
ties of Americans and Europeans 
throughout Central America will be sub- 
ject to destruction. 

The government of the United States 
has not disclosed all the facts in its pos- 
session. It is fully alive to the situation 
that has developed in Nicaragua. The 
sending of a sufficient force to execute 
the purpose of this government is the 
best of evidence that it will act with 
vigilance and determination for the pro- 
tection of its interests and the interests 
of its citizens and foreigners who look to 
the United States for protection.

The bill also provides that no 
one can come as a seaman unless he can come

CIVIL WAR WIDOWS. 


Nearly twenty bills are pending in Congress 
to equalize the pension rates for civil war vet- 
erans’ widows. Until recently the largest 
grant was $30 a month. An act of July 3, 
1926, however, granted an increase to $50 a 
month to widows who were married when their 
husbands entered the service, of who were 
matried prior to the soldier’s discharge. 
About 25,000 came under this classifica- 
tion, and have had their pensions. increased. 
There remain on the folls, however, about 


.175,000 additional civil war widows who still 


receive but $30 a month. 

Among the latter group are many who be- 
came Wives immediately after the war, and 
many who married soldiers upon their’ dis- 
charge for physical disability before peace was 
declared. They have a right to equal consid- 
eration with the soldiers’ widows. 

Thirty dollars a month is hardly enough 
money to maintain life. Fifty dollars is little 
enough to pay to the widows of men to whom 
the government owes an eternal debt of grati- 
tude. The pension roll is shrinking rapidly 
and action to alleviate the distress of the pen- 
sioners.should be taken immediately. At this 
late date no distinction should be made be- 
tween any group of widows. All should be

China’s Nestorian Tablet. 


In the copy of the Christian Observer 
which came to hand this morning 
there is a translation of the famous 
“Nestorian Tablet,” dug up in Shensi 
province, China, in 1625. This tablet, 


‘which is nine feet tall and three feet 
wide, and beautifully carved, contains 


an extensive dissertation upon the 


Christian religion, expressed in terms 
‘showing profound Chinese 
'upon the thought and language of the 


influence 


authors, who were Nestorian mission- 
aries of the seventh century. The Nes- 
torian Church sent its representatives 
in China in the year 635; and for 200 
hundred years they wielded great in- 
fluence; now, also, there is no trace 
of them or of their work in China, ex- 
cept this unearthed tablet. 

This vivid reminder of the antiquity 
and widespread growth of the mission- 
ary activity of Christianity recalls the 
vicisitudes and the variety of Christ’s 
many-named Church.’ Whenever we 
are tempted to think of the Church 
only in terms of our own littlé con- 
gregation or denomination, it fs well/to 
let our mind-=range far back across 
the centuries, and widely afield into 
literally all the lands of earth, to con- 
template the magnitude nad diversity 
and vitality of the Church Universal. 

“Elect from every nation,

We have taken a rather large look

ominous truth that if the church and 
Christian homes which are an expres- 
sion of the church, had done their 
duty there would be no such lament- 
able condition as exists. Let us, as 
members of the church, accept the 
responsibility for what is 
wrong with our world. If we had been 
better, society would not be so had. 

And, as the title ofsthe lesson im- 
plies, it is by effort and worship with- 
in the church that Christians may best 
serve God and His world. Our day is 
organization mad. We have societies 
and movements and committees and 
conferences for every conceivable pur- 
pose. Speaking with due appreciation 
of all of these, it may be solemnly 


ceclared that the most efficient meth- 


od of serving our generation in the 
whole complex realm of modern life, 
is by devoting our Heepest purposes and 
highest powers to the Christian church. 
It is the church that shapes human 
ideals. When we help boys and girls, 
men and women to become intelligent. 
consecrated Christians, we are taking 
the shortest road to the amelioration 
of all.of the day’s social and political 
and economic and personal ills. When 
we follow Christ, we lead the world to 
Him. And He is the world’s only hope.

The outlook for religion is brighter than it has been in many years. 
when we had reason for depressive anxieties. But all that is in the past now; the curtain has merci- 
fully fallen upon that episode: There is a sense Of sunrise in the world. One of the most significant 
reasons for that new hopefulness lies in the rene wed interest in prayer. There has come, thank 

God, a different attitude to life. The mystic is coming into his own; devotional life is being 
stressed. Books on devotion are the most popular fiction books on the market today. There is 
tremendous demand for literature on prayer. Let me remind you that religion has little chance with a 
man until he prays. Let no one persuade you to suppose that the Christian religion can survive 
without prayer. Religiyn that does not express itself in prayer is not religion at all, it is only a 
pose and superstition. en are praying who never prayed before. We are not discussing it today 
from the viewpoint of philosophy; the very’ exige ncy has recalled us to it, 

What then is the meaning of prayer and why did Jesus command men everywhere to pray? 
All religion, and therefore all prayer, which is but an expression of religion, is founded upon two 
fundamental ideas. The one is our sense of dependence upon God, and the second our sense of 
unity with God. Prayer is friendship with God. It is not asking but communing; it is not seeking 
favors but coming to a friend. How we have paganized prayer, and what heathen associations have 
become linked to it. One would think that to many people prayer is simply asking God for things 
to which they. are not entitled, seeking favors which He is not disposed to give. Many regard 
prayer as forcing things unwillingly out. of His hand. We have forgotten that God is always more 
willing to give than we are willing to ask and He is forever satisfying His children’s needs whethes 
they ask Him or no. Like birds at dusk in woods when pursued by the owl fly into the face of the 
sun and so come to safety and refuge so

‘Detailed Study of Arrests in 


1926 for All Offenses 
Is Completed. 


STATEMENTS ON COST 
ALSO TO BE PREPARED 


captains Are Asked to Study 


Reports and Work for 
Improvement. 


Maj. Edwin B. Heese, superintendent 
of police, has instituted statistical 
methods to stimulate the activity of his 
department. Yeserday he completed the 
first detailed study of arrests for each 
offense by police precincts that has been 
made in the history of the department. 
The resulting statement covered arrests 
for 1926. He sent each captain a copy 
with instructions to compare arrests 
with criminal complaints and take 
steps to increase efficiency. 

This is the first of a series of similar 
efforts Maj. Hesse plans to use to check 
on the performance of each unit of the 
metropolitan police force. He has been 
making a study of the method of pre- 
sentation of statistics by the police de- 
partments of several large cities, with 
a view of securing comparisons by which 
to judge the efforts of his subordinates, 
comparing the results of precincts with 
each other and with police work in 
other cities. 

In addition to figures pertaining to 
complaints and arrests, Maj. Hesse also 
intends to work up periodical state- 
ments on cost. The bureau of munici- 
pal statistics of the Department of 
Commerce issues figures of cost of po- 
licing cities per 1,000 of population, per 
mile of patrolmen’s beats and per 
square mile of city area. 


Figures on Beats. 


It also publishes figures on length of 
patrolmen’s beats per 1,000 of popula- 
tion and per square mile of area and 
the number of policemen according to 
population and area. Maj. Hesse in- 
tends working up more dependable 
figures for the District along these lines 
than haye heretofore been available. 

Accompanying the statement of 1926 
arrests by precincts, Maj. Hesse yester- 
day sent to captains the following mem- 
orandum: 

“Study these statistics carefully and 
compare the number of arrests for seri- 
ous offenses with the number of re- 
ports of the commission of such of- 
fenses appearing on your books. Take 
such steps as will bring about increased 
activity wherever, in your Judgment, the 
figures show such action desirable. 

“You are advised that a daily tabu- 
lation is maintained at headquarters 
showing in detail the work performed 
by each precinct and from the tables 
so maintained monthly and annual 
statements of the type submitted here- 
with are prepared. On the whole, the 
figures are gratifying, but there still is 
room for improvement along certain 
lines.” 


THOMAS F. REILLY DIES. 


Son, Producer of “Pickwick,” Learns of 
Father’s Death at Theater. 


Frank C. Reilly, producer of “Pick- 
wick,” the new play at the Belasco 
theater, received word last night that 
his father, Thomas F. Reilly, a promi- 
nent contractor of Taunton, Mass., had 
died earlier in the evening at the 
Truesdale hospital in Fall River, Mass. 
Mr. Reilly was 60 years old and had 
been ill only a short time. 

In a batch of congratulatory tele- 
grams of the play brought to the 
theater last night was the message of 
Mr. Reilly's death. 

Long prominent in business, the 
elder Reilly was a great lover of the 
works of Charles Dickens. It was his 
hope to see the opening performance 
of “Pickwick” in New York. His son, 
aside from producing the play, col- 
laborated with Cosmo Hamilton, the 
English author, in dramatizing the in- 
cidents attending upon the career of 
the beloved Samuel Pickwick, Esq.

A short time later McCabe took the 
stand and branded the bandit who be- 
briended him as “the man in the rain- 
coat,” who was described by Patrolman 
Frank L. Ach, star government witness 
as the one who shouted “stick "em up” 
and fired the first shot in the Grant 
circle gun battle last September 26. 
Busch died two days after the battle, 
and for his death Eagles. McCabe, 
Samuel Mareno and John Cline Proctor 
are on trial for their lives. 

At the outset of proceedings, Louis 
‘Tannenbaum, counsel for Eagles, sent 
the courtroom into a gasping state of 
surprise with a relation of a conference 
in the District jail between himself, 
Irving Wall, associate counsel; James 
A. O’Shea and Eagles, in which the 
accused man related of the vision and 
a desire to take the witness stand and 
“tell the truth.’ 

Eagles then took 
seemed a different man from the 
beaten person who quit the witness 
chair Thursday, after his absurd etories 
of the shooting had been torn to 
shreds in cross-examination. He ad- 
mitted that as “Louis Silverblatt”’ he 
had a criminal record in New York 
and had served a sentence On an 4as- 
sault charge. Then he began the “true” 
story of the gun battle. 

“John Proctor came to my house 
(319 C street northwest) and asked me 
for a gun. I told him I needed the 
gun myself and didn’t have one to 
lend him,” he said. “Proctor borrowed 
a gun from Jimmy Callan and asked 
Callan and Harris Atcheson to go ‘hi- 
jacking.’ They wouldn't go, and eventu- 
ally he and Mareno accompanied Proc- 
tor in McCabe's automobile McCabe 
was sitting in front at the time. He 
was drunk.”’

Absolving McCabe of implication, the 
bandit then detailed the hold-ups on 
the Baltimore boulevard, which he said 
were staged by himself, Mareno and 
Proctor, his brother-in-law. He then 
related of the return to the city and 
the meeting with Patrolmen Busch and 
Ach at Georgia avenue and Upshur 
street. During the walk along Upshur 
street, he said, Proctor passed the word, 
“we've got to shoot our way out.” 

“Proctor shot first. He shot at Busch. 
Mareno and I turned around quick. Ma- 
reno said ‘I’m shot.’ I swung around 
and shot at Ach,” he said. “Mareno 
shot at Ach. Proctor was the only one 
who fired at Busch. At the first shot 
McCabe jumped over a hedge. That 
was the last we saw of him.” Eagles 
then told of the plot, formed by him- 
self and Mareno to “frame” McCabe. 

“I said to Mareno while we were ly- 
ing down in the cellar, ‘If we get locked 
up, put it on McCabe. The cops will 
give us a third degree, and I went 
through one in New York once when I 
wouldn't tell on other fellows.’ Ishowed 
him a cut under my chin and my 
broken nose I got that time. So we 
agreed to. put it on McCabe.” 

George D. Horning, jr., was unable to 
shake the bandit’s story. While Eagles 
was telling the tale, in one instance he 
said: “McCabe had a gun,” and at once 
corrected himself. Horning 6bserved: 
“Going back to your old tricks, huh?” 
At another instance Eagles stated he did 
not fire until after Ach fired at him, 
and then directed his bullets at that 
policeman. Horning laughed, which he 
admitted was “very indiscrete.”’ 


After Being Shot. 


Clifford Grant, jr., Mareno’s counsel, 
had Eagles admit that the Italian did 
not draw his gun until after he was 
wounded, and fired only at Ach. When 
the admission was made, Grant re- 
marked with a sigh: 

“Eagles, I’ m mighty grateful to you; 
thank you.’ 

In a soft, mellow voice, which he was 
cautioned to raise more than once, John 
McCabe, 31 years old, world war veteran 
and father of a 6-year-old golden-haired 
daughter, who firmly believes her 

“daddy” is in a hospital, told the story 
expected of him, the same one he is 
said to have held to from the time of 
his arrest. 

His story was the hazy recollections 
of a man who was intoxicated the 
night before. After consuming much 
liquor he said, he met Proctor for the 
first time in his life and with him 
went in quest of more liquor. After 
driving about for awhile, he added, 
he fell asleep. He awoke to find his 
car parked in front of a house and he 
was in the back seat. He again fell 
asleep.

RAISED $43,000,000 


$70,000 Is Declared Needed 
for Proposed Alexandria 
Postoffice. 


Estimates totaling $2,275,000 for work 
during the fiscal year 1928 on the gov- 
ernment’s $50,000,000 local building 
program were submitted to Congress 
yesterday. In addition to this amount 
the total cost of the proposed Depart- 
ment of Commerce building was in- 
creased from $10,000,000 to $16,000,000, 
and the estimate for the new inter- 
nal revenue building was raised $2.- 
550,000 to $10,500,000 

With these two revised plans, the 
total of the $50,000,000 for which the 
Treasury now has definite plans was in- 
creased approximately $43,000,000. 

In addition to the estimates for lo- 
|cal buildings, an appropriation of $70,- 
{000 was sought for a combined post- 
| office and customs house in Alexan- 
| dria, Va. The local estimates were as 
follows: 

| Department of Agriculture, $100,000; 
| extensible office bullding, $500,000; De-

No funds were sought under the pro- 
posed $25,000,000 authorization for the 
acquisition of outstanding property in 
the so-called Mall triangle, as this bill 
is still before the Senate for concur- 
rence in a House amendment.

For the Agriculture Department the 
$100,000 is sought toward the plan of 
connecting the two wings of the present 
administration building.
